In an article entitled, ‘Civil Society and the Coronavirus: Dynamism despite 
Disruption’, the Carnegie’s Civic Research Network reflects on the effect of the 
pandemic on NGOs and Civic organisations. The article reflects on how the 
pandemic has catalysed new forms of civic mobilization, particularly on online 
platforms and the formation of special interest social media groups. There are 
many good outcomes from these formations but there is also the case that 
they allow for disinformation and false narratives that spread quickly, and can 
aggravate community tensions. The hard work for the organisation, post-crisis, 
is to regain legitimacy and to counter negative narratives. Where there is 
legitimacy in issues raised, it is the organisation’s task to move from emergency 
responses to organisational reform so that the organisation is pulling together 
rather than apart. A further major challenge for all organisations is to survive 
the economic fallout post-pandemic. 

Some of the challenges and responses identified led me to consider 
whether some of the above was true for schooling and other large organisations 
that serve public interest groups. It has certainly become evident that, in the 
absence of regular gatherings and coming together to participate in or witness 
activities on the school property, an increasing number of WhatsApp groups 
serving special interests have sprung up. | have observed in newsletters that 
in order for a community to remain healthy, we must not only communicate, 
but ‘commune’, in the sense of having close contact. Because of the 
information vacuum, often these groups move from helpful and healthy to 
places of disinformation or wrong information. Clear fault lines in the school’s 
organisational structure and ‘ways of doing things’ have been exposed over 
this time, and the challenge to management and the staff of the organisation is 
to listen and to find practical and practicable solutions. 

One such challenge is the growing consciousness of racial bias and 
the call for fairness of opportunity in all areas of school life. Given the fact 
that Rondebosch still has a majority of white students and white staff, it is 
perhaps inevitable that the danger that racial bias, perceived, conscious or 
unconscious may be pointed to. Sport and sport selection are always places of 
contestation and, although there are many legitimate reasons that a boy may 
not be selected, racial or religious or cultural bias should not and cannot be 
tolerated. It is for this reason that we have initiated a process of consultation 
and investigation into selection, particularly in premier teams. The other side 
of this is the imperative to continue to focus on demographic change in our 
learner body, teaching staff and coaches to ensure that boys and parents of 
colour are confident that they are represented by significant decision-makers in 
these areas. Organisational reform is clearly required here and our consultative 
process which is underway will hopefully guide us. It is important to ensure 
that all conversations are had in a civil and productive way, without personal 
agendas clouding matters from any participants: school, parents or learners. 


It is imperative for us to guard against defensiveness 
and subjective viewpoints and therefore this process 
needs to be guided by an impartial and objective 
interrogation of where things stand. It needs to 
conclude with achievable and accountable outcomes 
for us to implement to the benefit of all of our boys. 

All of our community members have suffered 
in different ways and to varying degrees over the 
course of the past two years. Like many families 
and businesses, there have been times, while going 
through the challenges of the pandemic, when | have 
felt utterly despondent and impaired by circumstances 
in my ability to make decisions or find solutions. 
Economic hardship as a result of the pandemic has 
become increasingly evident, as many parents seek 
relief from the expense of school fees. 2022 will be 
the Quasquicentennial year around which much of 
our strategic planning of six and four years ago was 
centred, the realities of two years of a pandemic — 
dare | call it — ‘planning’, has seen us put on hold, in 
the interests of budget saving, many of our projected 
campus developments. The pandemic has also added 
new dynamics to the challenges facing schooling and 
| would like to reflect on these for a moment. 

We were told through the National Income 
Dynamics Study — Coronavirus Rapid Mobile Survey 
(NIDS-CRAM) —that 9% of schools have run normally or 
relatively through the pandemic. That is approximately 
612 high schools out of 6 800; most, if not all, of these 
are ex-model C schools. The magnitude of schooling 
inequality has grown substantially over the past two 
years. In the same report, it was suggested that up to 
750 000 learners have dropped out of school. In 2018, 
the top 200 high schools had more students in matric 
achieving distinctions in Mathematics (80%-plus) than 
the remaining 6 600 combined. Put differently, 3% 
of SA high schools produce more Maths distinctions 
than the remaining 97%. (In fact, RBHS produced 
more than 1% of all the Maths As nationally!) In 2021 
this statistic can only have changed for the worse. 

The impact of the above has meant an increasing 
pressure on functioning schools to take in learners. 
There are approximately 30 000 unplaced learners for 
2021 in the Western Cape alone; 10% of these are for 
Grade 8. To support a system that is increasingly under 
pressure, we are being asked to take in extra learners 


at the Grade 8 level. We are also under pressure to 
change the way that learners will be admitted in 
future. The signs are that we are moving towards a 
system where learners are allocated to schools. This 
process is already in place in Gauteng. How this will 
affect our ability to run a school whose bells and 
whistles come at a cost, is yet to be seen. 

How do you make a school cheaper? — bigger 
classes, fewer teachers, fewer care structures, fewer 
sports and extra-curricular activities, smaller grounds, 
and fewer chiefs (managers cost more; younger 
teachers—less experience — get paid less), no tours and 
outings, no conferences or professional development 
opportunities for staff, no professional organisations 
or associations, no more additional infrastructure, 
water sports are expensive (close down the pools, 
cut back on municipal costs of water and electricity), 
no business manager, no IT operations manager, no 
electronic media, no extra connectivity, no computer 
spend, no staff laptops, fewer administrators, no 
marketing, no dinners and staff social events. No 
evaluation system for staff with additional pay to 
recognise excellence, no professional consultants, no 
music centre, no Art centre. 

In a constrained financial environment, some of 
the above cost cutters must come into consideration. 
We have tried, in all of our financial planning, to keep 
the staff complement, and even to grow it where 
required, remembering that 2022 is the first year 
that our growth in student numbers should reach its 
zenith. We have also ensured that the SGB staff are 
given the same consideration in terms of benefits and 
salary as their State counterparts.

A clear indication of the strength of the school is the 
ability to run it with a full complement of learners 
for the full academic year, our continued academic 
success in the systemic measurement at the Grade 9 
level and the Matric Examination and, despite the 
pared-down sporting seasons, the success of our 
sports teams. 

We are fortunate to continue to draw on a number 
of substantial endowments, and good fundraising and 
donations — funding which has also allowed the school 
to offer scholarships and support in the fields of 
Academics, Culture and Sport and to develop facilities 
that are the envy of most other South African schools. 

A new initiative, which will see the resurrection 
of the Bosch Foundation, has already raised a fair 
amount through the change in the legislation around 
BBBEE ratings and we are looking for further 
partnerships with companies that are already 
spending money on skills development or socio- 
economic development to offer opportunities to 
academically, culturally or sports talented boys from 
disadvantaged communities. 

2021 has been an extraordinary year in so many 
ways: despite global challenges, Rondebosch has 
been one of the few schools across the country to 
keep going with a full school for most of the year, 
and thus we have been able to finish our academic 
programme as expected. In spite of challenges, we 
have been able to run a sports programme, albeit 
interrupted, for most of the year. We have been able 
to participate in competitions and achieve excellent 
sporting results in major sports, as well as many of our 
minor sports, as well as achieve broad representation 
in both Provincial and National sides. 

Unfortunately, at the end of each year we find 
ourselves saying farewell to people who have made 
an impact on the life of the school, both boys and 
staff. Two members of staff left us at the end of the 
first term and Mr Emile Bam accepted a post at an 
International School in the Netherlands and left 
at the end of May. In Mr Bam’s place, we acquired 
the services of Mr Rodwin de Klerk, an experienced 
Economics and Accounting teacher from Parklands 
College. Sadly, we also bade farewell to Mrs Alison 
van Rensburg and Mr Peter Coutts, both of whom 
gave decades of their working lives to the school. 
We will miss both for their ‘can do’ dispositions, as 
well as their broad institutional knowledge and depth 
of wisdom and understanding of the boys’ school 
sector. Into their shoes stepped Mrs Sonia Botes and 
Mr Jonathan Brenner respectively. At the end of this 
year we have four academic staff members who will 
be taking leave of us, one admin staff member and 
two interns. 


We have anticipated that Mrs Carletti would leave at 
the end of this year, after having agreed to assist with 
the Grade 12 Advanced Programme group after her 
official retirement date. Mrs Carletti is the daughter of 
Mr Mike Reeler, a past headmaster of the school, and 
sister to Mr Tony Reeler, head of Bishops. The fates of 
Rondebosch and the Reeler families have been closely 
interwoven over time. There has not been a time in 
more than 40 years that a Reeler has not played a 
part in growing the men of Rondebosch. 2022 It will 
therefore be an unusually ‘Reelerless’ year. 

Mrs Carletti began teaching at Rondebosch in 
July of 1994 and has passionately championed the 
cause of excellence in academics and Mathematics 
for 27 years, both as a teacher and a member of the 
Academic Management team. She has successfully 
tutored our Mathematics teams in Olympiads and 
competitions over decades and leaves behind her 
a legacy of excellence and generations of grateful 
Mathematics ‘geeks’. She joins a long line of legendary 
Rondebosch teachers. We thank her for her service, 
professionalism and dedication to the Mathematics 
cause at Rondebosch. 

Mrs Bernadette Lee: Mrs Lee has been a long- 
standing member of the Afrikaans department, 
having started working at Rondebosch in 2008. Few 
Rondebosch boys will have passed through the school 
without having had some exposure to Mrs Lee’s 
eccentric and engaging personality and teaching style. 
She is committed to Afrikaans in all of its forms, both 
as a teacher and as an academic, and has continued 
her studies in academia to further her understanding. 
Mrs Lee has always been, to me, the epitome of 
positivity; she always succeeds in finding the best 
and most positive outcome through difficulty. This 
outlook comes from a place of deep conviction in the 
Christian message. She has felt a calling to go into 
missionary work and will be moving to, and working 
in, Oudtshoorn for this purpose. | hope that we will 
not see the last of her, as she remains part of the 
Rondebosch family. 

Mr Brandon Siljeur: Sadly for us, Mr Siljeur has 
accepted a post at Bergvliet High School for next year. 
Mr Siljeur has been a significant member of staff and 
HOD over the past four years and has made good 
progress with the CSR portfolio in developing and 
growing this area of focus in the school. He has been 
brave enough to take on difficult issues head-on while 
others back off. He is popular with the boys he teaches 
and works with because he is sincere and trustworthy, 
listens intensively and looks for positive solutions. He 
has been an excellent head of Mathematical Literacy 
and will be missed by his colleagues, particularly for 
keeping a calm head during trying times. We wish 
Mr Siljeur all the best in his new environment. 
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Also leaving us although not unexpectedly, is 
Mrs Lindsay Franke. She has been assisting the Maths 
Department whilst waiting for her permit to move to 
Australia comes through. It has been to our benefit 
that the wheels of bureaucracy move very slowly and 
we wish her well in her new adventures. 

Two of our intern teachers, Mr Davids and 
Mr Guwa, finish their internships at Rondebosch and 
will leave us to look for teaching posts elsewhere. 
Both of these gentlemen have added significantly 
to the Mathematics Department and in other areas 
of school life, and we wish them well as they launch 
into their teaching careers. Although we know that 
we will usually lose learnerships as they qualify, 
it is a significant part of our sowing back into the 
educational system. 

A member of the administrative and support 
staff who is leaving us is Mr Wally Wood. Mr Wood 
has had a finger on the creation or refurbishment of 
almost every building you touch in this school, and 
has worked in this portfolio for almost 30 years. His 
extraordinary knowledge as an engineer and builder 
has seen many projects completed on campus, the 
most recent being the extension to the Mears centre. 
Mr Wood, at 83, finally goes into real retirement, 
having retired from the same job at least twice before. 

| know that all of these people mentioned have 
had a significant effect on many, many boys’ lives and 
on the staff members with whom they have worked. 
On behalf of the many boys, parents and teachers 
who have had the benefit of these administrators’ 
and educators’ wisdom and guidance, | would like to 
take this opportunity to thank them heartily for their 
dedication and service to the school.

Tribute to Mr Chris Murison 


RBHS Headmaster 1986-1997 


It is with sadness that we received the news of the death of Mr Chris Murison 
(E1957), the High School’s Headmaster from 1986 to 1997. We extend our 
condolences to Erica, Andrew (E1998), Michael (E2001) and Peter (E2003), and 
the Murison family. 

Chris was involved with every aspect of Rondebosch over 75 years as a 
Prep and High School boy, Old Boy, teacher, parent, Headmaster, supporter, 
Vice President of the Old Boys’ Union, editor of the Old Boys’ Union newsletter 
and revered elder of Rondebosch. 

In recognition of the immense contribution which he made to Rondebosch 
in numerous ways over many years, in particular as Headmaster, the High 
School’s Knowledge Centre comprising the renovated Library, the new IT 
Centre and Common Room was named the ‘Chris Murison Centre’ in his 
honour in 2013. 

Chris was educated at the Prep and High Schools, obtaining a first-class 
matric pass in 1957 with distinctions in Latin and Mathematics. He proceeded 
to UCT for full-time and also part-time study while teaching at RBHS, graduating 
with the BSc(Hons) and BEd degrees, both with distinction. Some years later 
he completed his academic studies at the University of Exeter, where he was 
awarded a Master of Education degree in 1974. 

His teaching career at Rondebosch started in 1963 where he was an 
excellent and highly respected Mathematics master. He also assisted with 
the teaching of Science, Accounting and English. He was a mathematician of 
exceptional ability, inspiring boys who excelledinthe subject and sympathetically 
and conscientiously guided those who were not as mathematically inclined, 
providing many extra evening classes to generations of boys. 

Chris was master-in-charge of shooting, was an outstanding cricket and 
rugby coach, and coached the Rondebosch First XI and First XV teams. He was 
chosen to be in charge of the WP Nuffield Cricket and Craven Week Rugby 
teams in the same year, reflecting his interest and exceptional ability. He took 
an active part in school cultural activities and was a passionate driver of the 
house system, encouraging participation in school activities by all boys. 

Upon his return to Rondebosch after his post-graduate studies in England, 
he rapidly made his way up the teaching ranks. His excellence as a teacher and 
administrator led to his becoming Vice-Principal of Plumstead High School in 
1975, and this was soon followed by his appointment as Headmaster of Sea 
Point High School in 1977. He returned to Rondebosch in 1986 as the High 
School’s eighth headmaster and is the only Old Boy to serve in that prestigious 
and important role. 


CHRIS MURISON CENTRE 
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Outside of Rondebosch his expertise and skills were 
to the benefit of professional bodies and committees, 
notably that of the South African Teachers’ 
Association. He also served on the Rotary Board 
for a number of years, including as secretary and 
president. Chris was also involved in the organisation 
of the annual UCT Mathematics Competition and 
was a senior examiner of Mathematics for the 
matric examinations. 

Chris was approachable and accessible at all 
times, with an unfailing readiness to listen. Despite his 
humility and apparent casual style, he had undoubted 
authority. In staff meetings he guided discussions 
deftly and tactfully. It took courage and grace to be a 
colleague among colleagues and the boss at the same 
time. Yet he never abdicated his responsibility to lead, 
and when the need arose to speak with authority, 
he did. 

Chris had an analytical brain and prodigious 
memory; he was an incisive thinker and could see the 
distant implications of decisions and issues. He had 
incredibly high standards and a sharp eye for quality 
control. Decisions were always taken with fairness, 
wisdom, immense integrity and for the overall good of 
Rondebosch, the school community and in particular 
the boys. 

He also pressed for the school and its boys to 
be more involved in service to the community, in 
addition to the excellence in academic and sporting 
spheres. On his arrival as headmaster he stated: 

“Rondebosch boys must emerge as often as 
possible from their comfortable cocoon, both to 
render the community service their privileged position 
makes them capable of and also, for their own sakes, 
to become more aware from first-hand experience, of 
the world they live in.” And: “The school must change 
in order to grow. It must grow in order to remain the 
leader it has been.” 

As Headmaster, Chris pushed for Rondebosch’s 
transformation in 1986 well before this was 
acceptable to the government of the time. During 
that year both schools’ communities voted strongly 
in favour of Rondebosch being opened to boys of all 
races. This request was, however, firmly blocked by 
the government. 

Chris, and others at Rondebosch, were pivotal 
figures in the Open Schools’ Association, which 
persevered for justice by wanting schools to have 
admission requirements which contained no 
reference to race. The plea for Rondebosch to be 
opened to all races was rejected by the government 
throughout the 1980s. 


In 1990 the government finally permitted schools 
to conduct referendums to ascertain the views of 
their communities. In a 94% poll held that year, an 
overwhelming 98% of Rondebosch parents concurred 
with the opening of Rondebosch to boys of all races. 

Finally, in late 1990, the government gave the 
long-awaited approval. Chris oversaw the transition 
of Rondebosch to a school where boys from all 
communities could be accepted. 

Further legislation imposed much _— greater 
responsibility on the school and Governing Body 
in respect of management and financial affairs. In 
particular, while the state continued to pay salaries, all 
other costs had to be borne by the school itself. This 
required very much changed management structures 
and processes, and the Headmaster’s duties were 
significantly changed and increased throughout the 
1990s, a period of immense change in South Africa. 

Chris retired as Headmaster at the end of 
1997, and was closely involved with the numerous 
celebrations hosted by the two schools and the 
Old Boys’ Union marking Rondebosch’s Centenary 
that year. 

Following his retirement Chris was invited to 
assist with the teaching of Mathematics at our 
sister school, Rustenburg Girls’ High School, for 6 
months. He agreed to do so, and it evolved into a 
period of 15 years. His character and expertise are 
encapsulated in the Rustenburg school magazine: 

“He thrills at seeing a new angle to a piece of 
Mathematics. Young teachers who visit his classes 
find his natural approach to the subject somehow 
opens doors for those he teachers. They have sat 
mesmerised by his engaging manner. He can always 
be distracted to discuss mathematics that is outside 
the realm of the syllabus, but interesting. For Mr 
Murison, Friday was the day when it was his pride to 
wear his Rondebosch Old Boys’ tie. On Thursdays he 
sported his Tweetie tie or other cartoon ties, many 
given to him by learners who appreciated his quirky 
delight in comic things.” 

Chris was elected as a Vice President of the Old 
Boys’ Union in 1998 and, from time to time, also took 
on the duties of Acting President when Mike Reeler 
was not able to officiate at formal events. He was also 
a regular guest at Old Boys’ Sub-Union gatherings 
around South Africa, keeping Old Boys informed 
about developments at the school and of Rondebosch 
achievements. Owing to his long association with the 
Old Boys’ Union, he was invited to be the editor of the 
popular Old Boys’ Union newsletter, a task which he 
undertook for close to a decade. 


Chris Murison will be remembered and appreciated for his lifetime of dedication 
to education, his diligent leadership of the school during challenging times 
for education and in the history of our country, and for his passion for, and 
support of Rondebosch. He was part of Rondebosch for 75 years. It is difficult 
to imagine the school and Old Boys’ Union without him. 

On his retirement from Rondebosch, Chris said: “/ look forward to years of 
reminiscing of the times spent here, as pupil, as teacher, as Head and to paraphrase 
John Denver — We talked of poems and prayers and promises, of things that we 
believed in. How good it was to love this School, how right it was to care.”

Tribute to Mr Michael Reeler 


RBHS Headmaster 1977-1985 


It is with great sadness that we learnt of the death of Mr Michael Reeler, 
Rondebosch Boys’ High School’s Headmaster from 1977 to 1985, and President 
of the Old Boys’ Union. 

Mike Reeler’s involvement with Rondebosch extended over 64 years as an 
excellent and much respected teacher, boarding house master, sports coach, 
Vice-Principal, Headmaster and President of the Old Boys’ Union. 

We extend our condolences to Mike’s children, Susan (RBHS staff), Antony 
(E1981), Bryony and Christopher, to the Reeler, Carletti and Poulter families 
and Mike’s many friends. Mrs Lesley Reeler died in 2016 and is remembered 
with fondness by generations of Rondebosch boys and their parents and staff 
for her loyal and caring service to Rondebosch and Canigou over many years. 

Mike first arrived at Rondebosch in 1957 as a student teacher while 
studying at UCT. His teaching qualities and keen and incisive mind made 
such an impression that he was appointed to the staff in 1958 to teach pure 
chemistry, physical science and mathematics. He was an inspirational teacher 
and his classes had a warm and friendly atmosphere. 

Perfectly at ease with the boys and other members of staff, he was an ideal 
housemaster at Canigou and The Lilacs, and was also at different times the 
Head of Canigou, Mason House and The Lilacs. He is the only person in the 
history of Rondebosch to have been head of each of the three boarding houses. 

He coached rugby, hockey and cricket, including the First Xl, was Chairman 
of the WP Schools’ Cricket Union, and served as a Nuffield Cricket Week 
selector. He was also a cadet officer and took part in the school choir. 

Outside of the school, Mike was Chairman of Constantiaberg Round Table, 
President of the South African Teachers’ Association and was active in church 


affairs at St Paul’s in Rondebosch. 
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He became Vice-Principal of Umtata High School in 
1966 and returned to Rondebosch three years later as 
Vice-Principal. His outstanding qualities were evident 
and in 1970 he became the Headmaster of Settlers’ 
High School. 

He was appointed as RBHS’s seventh headmaster 
in 1977 at the age of 40. Having taught at Rondebosch, 
he was well placed to understand the school’s 
qualities, values and challenges, and was steeped 
in its traditions. He ensured the preservation and 
strengthening of the best of these. 

The High School saw many changes during his 
tenure. Extensions to the school buildings nearly 
doubled the size of the school. The War Memorial 
Library (Societies Room) was expanded and the 
Mears Centre was built, making it possible for the 
matrics to write their examinations in a single venue 
and for indoor sports such as basketball, volleyball, 
badminton and indoor hockey to be introduced. He 
realised that sports at Rondebosch must provide for 
boys at all skill levels, some of which were not catered 
for by the other established sports. Many boys were 
influenced by his enthusiastic and well balance 
attitude to sport. 

At the academic level, examination results 
improved dramatically during his headmastership. He 
encouraged the development of Art and introduced 
Graphic Art; as a result, about a quarter of the boys 
in the school took some form of Art. The Science and 
Cultural subjects held their own and Drama grew 
stronger. The annual Standards 6 to 9 prize-giving was 
moved to the beginning of the following year so that 
academic honours could be seen to take precedence 
over all others. 

He and Mrs Reeler lived in Canigou where, in 
addition to Headmaster duties, he was Superintendent 
of Boarding and Mrs Reeler was the Chief Matron 
through to 1982, after which they moved into the 
renovated Clarke House. 

Mr CJ “Tickey” de Jager wrote of Mike: “He had 
a genuine interest in other people and the gift of a 
warm and lasting friendship. In all that he did he 
was promoted by an instinctive and unfailing good- 
heartedness. His outstanding quality as a headmaster 
was his ability to draw out the best of every member 
of staff as well as the boys he had to deal with, using 
their talents and abilities to develop themselves.” 

Regrettably, with the onset of diabetes, Mike felt 
compelled to step down from the Headmastership 
in 1985. He continued his distinguished career in 
education as a Deputy Superintendent in the Cape 
Education Department, undertaking research, and 
also served as director of the South African Teachers’ 
Association. In his book on the history of Rondebosch, 
Neil Veitch (E1963 & RBHS master) observed that, 


“The large number of people who knew the Reeler 
family well guessed confidently that their departure 
from Clarke House and the School would be in a 
physical sense alone and their attachment to the 
RBHS community would remain indissoluble. So it has 
proved to be.” 

Mike was elected a Vice President of the Old 
Boys’ Union in 1986 and in 1995 he became only 
the fourth President of the Old Boys’ Union since its 
founding in 1909, a role which he fulfilled with pride, 
refinement and distinction. As a much respected elder 
of Rondebosch, his views and sound counsel were 
sought after. He continued to support all facets of 
Rondebosch, including sporting and cultural events, 
Founders’ Day and Remembrance Day Services, as 
well as Old Boys’ Union dinners, E-Year Reunions and 
Sub-Union events. In 2011 he formally opened the 
Tickey de Jager Mathematics Room and in 2015 he 
officiated at the opening of the Rondebosch Old Boys’ 
Union & Heritage Centre. 

With his immense knowledge of Rondebosch 
and having known large numbers of Old Boys, he 
was the ideal person to be editor of the Old Boys’ 
Union newsletters, a task which he undertook with 
passion for several years. His contributions to the 
school community continued by serving as a Trustee 
and later Trustee Emeritus of the Rondebosch Boys’ 
Schools’ Education Trust. 

Mike occasionally commented that one of his 
greatest disappointments was that he was not a 
Rondebosch Old Boy. He was however proud that he 
was an Old Boy of our sister school, Rustenburg, which 
he attended at age 6 and 7 along with numerous 
other boys. 

In recognition of the immense contribution he 
made to Rondebosch, the old War Memorial Library 
was renamed in his honour in 1990, and on its further 
physical expansion to accommodate the High School’s 
Music Department, the complex was named the 
Reeler Music Centre in 2014. 

In his tribute to Mike on his retirement from 
Rondebosch, English master & Old Boy, Tony Eaton, 
concluded with Mark Antony’s words, “There’s a 
great spirit gone.” 

Mike Reeler had a great love for Rondebosch and 
its people. His loyalty, insight and knowledge of the 
school and Old Boys’ Union will be greatly missed, 
and he will be remembered and honoured by all 
those who knew him and benefited from his 
wise and exceptional tutelage, as well as_ his 
inspirational leadership.

It is with some disbelief that | pen my final report to the Bosch community 
after a 10-year journey as RBHS parents, the majority of which time it has been 
my privilege to serve on the School Governing Body together with numbers of 
unnamed past and present servants of this School, many of whom | count today 
as friends. It was lsaac Newton who said, “If | have seen further, it is because | 
was standing on the shoulders of giants”, which is a metaphor meaning that the 
progress we make is because we have used the understanding gained by those 
who have gone before. This could not be more relevant for each successive 
leadership team at Bosch as this school’s legacy of excellence, across virtually 
every pursuit and endeavour, endures as the years roll on. 

The academic year progressed with a sense of normality in 2021, albeit 
through the successive waves of infections. An extra mile was walked by the 
school to create a learning, sports and creative environment that resembled 
the stability of an average academic year, despite it being anything but the case. 

| think it is worth acknowledging that not one day was lost this academic 
year, despite exceptionally trying circumstances. Perhaps most importantly, 
the matric exams were completed as scheduled and the class of E21 will 
graduate and move on to their tertiary pursuits despite the great uncertainty 
by which this year has been characterised. In mentioning the class of E21, it 
would be remiss not to acknowledge the exceptional leadership of the Head 
Boy, Cameron de Kock, and his Deputy, Ethan Cunningham. They presided over 
the roll-out of the new leadership structure, with a shift away from the prefect 
system to a reorganised portfolio-driven Executive Council. Some exceptional 
work was done by this group for the benefit of future generations of Bosch boys. 

The SGB met as scheduled twice a term, either by zoom conference or 
in person, as the circumstances allowed, and the committee heads applied 
themselves diligently in executing their duties. | want, in particular, to mention 
outgoing members Ms Jacqui Sampson and Dr John Volmink. Jacqui has played 
a vital role in chairing the HR committee. It is hard to imagine a more important 
task than placing the right educators in front of our boys. John has brought 
immense wisdom to the Transformation and Diversity committee, and was 
clearly called ‘for such a time as this’. Grateful thanks to both of you. An SGB 
by-election took place, and our 3 seats were filled by worthy candidates; | wish 
the new SGB all the very best for 2022 and beyond. 


Another very important event requiring parent input was the 
approval of the School Budget for 2022. This took place at a 
meeting of parents in November and was unanimously approved. 
One the SGB’s primary tasks is oversight of the funding provided 
by the collection of school fees. This is a responsibility we do not 
take lightly, even more-so in these austere times. The proposed fee 
increase for 2022 is at an historic low, mainly achieved through the 
roll-over of some projected savings in 2021 due to the truncated 
extra-circular program this year. We are a fee-paying school and 
cannot deliver on the excellence for which we are widely known 
without a concerted effort by the parent body to meet its fees 
obligations. | would urge parents to continue to prioritise doing 
so, as we consider the legacy of RBHS in nurturing and growing the 
young men that will eventually take their place as active citizens in 
the world. 

As | hand over the reins, | can reflect on a very rich and full 
tenure, one where the school has squared up to the challenges 
as they have come, and not been found wanting. One where we 
have together celebrated the many, many achievements and 
accolades as our boys have reached higher and wider. One where 
there has been heartache and joy and everything in between. And 
one where the responsibilities of the School Governing Body were 
made infinitely easier because of the dedication and commitment 
with which Mr Simpson and his management team approached 
their responsibilities. For that | am very grateful. 

At Valedictory this year | described to the matric boys what | 
had learned about the concept of ‘ubuntu’, which is a widely known 
but often misunderstood one — ‘ntu’ as we know, is the word for 
person in the Nguni languages, and ‘ubu’, as | understand it, is 
associated with being ‘incomplete’. In other words, | acknowledge 
that | am an incomplete person and it is my community that 
completes me. Another way of putting it is, ‘1 am because we are’. 
This is how | feel about the Bosch community as we as a family 
finally say goodbye. | would like, on behalf of the Fisher family, 
to express a sincere and heartfelt thank you to Rondebosch Boys’ 
High School for ‘completing us’ during this past season of our lives. 

So farewell Bosch Community, and may you ever be reaching

2021 saw the implementation of an innovative approach to the student 
leadership programme which effectively updated the prefect system. It worked 
in close partnership with the RCL, which allowed further opportunities for 
leadership amongst the younger grades. The young men who led the school 
in 2021 are to be commended for embracing the system with a sincere and 
wholehearted approach, and for showing true leadership. 

The Executive Council, under the leadership of the Head Boy, Cameron 
De Kock, and Deputy Head Boy, Ethan Cunningham, were elected by the 
learners in the school to seven portfolios: Academic, Cultural, Environmental, 
Outreach, Pastoral, Social Cohesion and Sport.

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ACADEMIC PORTFOLIO

The Academic portfolio laid the groundwork for improving 
not only the academic results of the learners, but also 
enhancing academic support and strengthening the culture 
of hard work. They initiated a student-focused mobile app 
that the students would use for school-related information. 
A roadmap for the development will be co-ordinated with 
the school going forward, with the goal being to have a 
working app ready for next year. The aim of improving Wi-Fi 
was highlighted as one of the biggest issues at the beginning 
of the year, and they have worked with the IT department 
to ensure that the general Wi-Fi coverage around the school 
building is satisfactory. A WhatsApp group was set up for the 
mock exams to share notes for a few subjects with the whole 
grade — something that proved to be extremely beneficial 
to the boys. After this success, a Discord server was created 
for better organization and to expand into all subjects. This 
server has been working well and is being used to prepare 
for the final exams. The server structure will be put forward 
for use next year, which can then also expand to include the 
lower grades. During lockdown, the school was forced to go 
into online-only teaching. This portfolio identified the use of 
technology to improve learning as an area that should be 
emphasized in the future. 


CULTURAL PORTFOLIO 
led by Ethan Africa and Nicholas Ford 


The Cultural Portfolio saw great success this year in 
establishing a framework upon which Rondebosch can 
build a strong cultural sphere, defined by 3 main tenets: 
participation, inclusivity and visibility. They worked on 
the basis that for the school to have a functioning cultural 
sphere, it must encourage and see school-wide participation 
in cultural activities, the inclusion of a wide variety of cultural 
activities and the visibility of culture both within and outside 
of the school community. Through their work this year, and 
with the help of the Grade 8—Grade 11 RCL members and 
the Executive Council at large, these principles have been 
strongly established in the school’s cultural sphere, and we 
see a bright future for culture at Rondebosch Boys’ High 
School. Two chess sets were borrowed from the school’s 
chess society and put in the Plane Tree Quad during break 
times for students to play against each other. This saw great 
participation from students. Special chess matches were 
also arranged and advertised, such as a blindfolded match 
between two of the school’s top chess players which brought 
in many spectators and supporters. The cultural portfolio’s 
most notable achievement for 2021 was the establishment 
of the “Lunchtime Concert” tradition at the school. The 
concerts themselves were loved by many students and staff 
members. During Term 2 this portfolio introduced a “Photo 
of the week” segment into assembly. The cultural portfolio 
worked closely with the Pride Society during Term 2 in 
assisting them with their information campaign. 


ENVIRONMENTAL PORTFOLIO 
led by Robert Davison and Albertus van der Merwe 


The first task of the year was to form a committee 
of boys/teachers who were eager and interested in 
environmentalism. Many boys showed interest and 
have added value throughout the year. The sowing 
of a vegetable garden was a great success and the 
plants are growing well. Matron Lemon has been 
harvesting the spinach for the hostel matrics and 
some ground staff have been given some produce as 
well. The plaque in the Ladies Garden was replaced 
and put in the centre of the garden where it is now 
far more visible. 


OUTREACH PORTFOLIO YEAR 
led by Zuhayr Halday and Sebastien Rey 


The Outreach Portfolio helped to grow the Interact 
Society by over 20 members during the course 
of Term 1, and by many more throughout the 
year. Popularity of the society is due to the recent 
pandemic, fires and looting, which have skyrocketed, 
resulting in more empathy and awareness among the 
boys, and in more people wanting to join the society 
to help. Regular meetings are now held weekly with 
all members during societies periods on Tuesdays. 
Committee meetings take place every Wednesday. 
A meeting was held on 25th March between the 
Interact Presidents of Herschel, RGHS, Westerford, 
SACS, Bishops, Springfield and RBHS where possible 
partnerships through events and new ideas for possible 
team-ups between schools was discussed. The sole 
focus at the beginning of the tenure of leadership was 
the Staff Hampers that are annually given to support 
staff. This project was a massive success and agood start 
for the entire Outreach Portfolio. The Masiphumelele 
fire put their reaction time, quick thinking and 
spontaneous planning to the test, as fires and other 
disasters similar to this can never be anticipated. They 
received an overwhelming amount of donations to be 
taken to the township of Masiphumelele. Hosted from 
the 23rd to 31st March 2021, the Easter Egg Challenge 
was held between register classes to provide an 
incentive to donate. They received a tremendous 
number of eggs and were able to donate to 7 different 
places. Interact society members delivered to these 
places on Saturday 3rd April 2021, and hosted an 
Easter egg hunt at Siyaphambili. The initiative became 
so popular amongst the Rondebosch community 
that the drive was also extended to the Preparatory 
school. Monthly Sandwich Drives grew in popularity 
per month, not only amongst Interact members, but 
amongst students in general. The First beach clean- 
up was hosted on the 28th March 2021. This overlap 
with the environmental portfolio allowed everyone 


to benefit from the collective organisation and man- 
power of both portfolios. Ramadan Sweet Treats were 
planned for donation at Eid in Term 2. Volunteers from 
the Interact Society, MSA and the Culinary Society 
baked these treats on the weekend of the 8th and 
9th of May. On Mandela Day this portfolio hosted a 
livestream to make sandwiches for 67 minutes. They 
collected over 1 700 sandwiches and donated them to 
the Haven Night Shelter and Where Rainbows Meet 
in Vrygrond. During Women’s Month, a Mourning Day 
was hosted. This was a day in which students could 
attend school in formal black attire in mourning of 
Uyinene’s passing 2 years ago. Money raised was 
donated to the Uyinene Foundation. This was both a 
powerful and effective initiative that had a tangible 
positive impact on the donation. In One Boy, One Book 
Drive, many books were collected. 


PASTORAL PORTFOLIO 
led by Alexander White and Thomas Raynham 


The portfolio was in charge of organizing the 
programme for the Grade 8’s Orientation Day. This 
included tours, presentations and the creation of 
the information/introduction booklet received by all 
boys. The orientation process also involved setting 
and marking the Grade 8 Exec Test to continue with 
the tradition formerly run by the prefects. For the 
first time, the tests will be kept in the Heritage Centre 
strong room by Mr André Ross until 2025, when they 
will be returned to the E2025 boys who will then be 
in matric. It is hoped that this will be continued and 
established as a tradition. A matric touch rugby event 
was organised to promote school spirit. This portfolio 
also organised, filmed and produced the Bosch 
Variety Show in 2021. It is hoped that this event will 
become a yearly one. It fell to the portfolio to manage 
and organise the streaming and video production 
of various school events, online orientations, 
sessions and assemblies. Included in streaming was 
sport. The portfolio brought together the six different 
entities, including boys, SuperSport and other 
companies that streamed our sport each week into 
a unified http://BoschSport.online website with clear 
times and viewing capabilities so that matches could 
be easily found by parents, boys and Old Boys. The 
portfolio was also involved in restructuring the house 
system and providing feedback on the proposal for 
the revamped register class system starting in 2022. 
House points were also redefined so that there is 
more clarity on how the system is run. From next year, 
points tables will be posted each week around the 
school and the system will be transparently laid out 
so that all can compete actively, knowing how they 
can achieve and where. 
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SOCIAL COHESION PORTFOLIO 
led by Ziyaad Banderker, Cameron de Kock, 
Timothy Muthama and Kevin Pluddemann 


The four focus areas for the Social Cohension portfolio 
in 2020 were: Black and White Consciousness 
(Racism), Gender-based Violence and Equality, Mental 
Health, and Masculinity and Sexuality. 2021 saw the 
portfolio grow to new heights and this was evident 
in the number of projects the portfolio was able to 
host. The main goal for the portfolio in 2021 was to 
set a strong foundation upon which future leaders of 
the school can build The culture and the environment 
in the school is beginning to change and members 
of the Rondebosch Community are becoming more 
socially aware. Whilst many of the issues they tackled 
are not solved just yet, they have been highlighted 
and have been discussed in great detail. This portfolio 
used assemblies to raise social awareness. These 
assemblies were run by students, making them more 
effective. First, introductory assemblies were hosted 
to outline the issues. Thereafter, further detailed 
assemblies were held for significant public holidays 
in South Africa to educate the school on the history 
and significance of the day as well as the lessons 
we should take away from it. The portfolio, along 
with the History and Current Affairs Society, hosted 
presentations and discussions on the Israel-Palestine 
conflict, where students were allowed to participate 
and ask questions. This was a very informative 
and constructive way to host discussions on this 
contentious and highly-debated topic. One of the 
greatest successes of the year was seeing the weekly 
meetings, open to all students, grow in numbers and 
in enthusiasm. There is a growing number of students 


who are passionate, keen and willing to contribute to 
Social Cohesion at Rondebosch, and it is this growth 
that will ensure that the ultimate goals of the portfolio 


are met. The keen interest and passion of the students 
involved in Civic and Social Responsibility saw the 
portfolio receiving a dedicated tab and page on the 
school’s website where articles, written by the boys 
themselves, are posted. A number of articles have 
already been published. 


SPORT PORTFOLIO YEAR

The Sport Portfolio’s first task was to manage the 
cheerleaders’ application and voting process. They 
had to help the cheerleaders to organise various 
events and to accommodate for their cheering/ 
videos to be shown. The cheerleaders did not have 
an opportunity to do much this year, but their efforts 
were still appreciated greatly. The cheering that we 
were able to do near the end of the year brought back 
a lot of excitement and showed that the cheerleaders 
were, in fact, the right boys for the job. Silly season 
was a massive success this year. There was a massive 
amount of planning that went into making sure 
everything ran smoothly and the grade was happy 
and occupied at all times to avoid their energy being 
expelled in chaotic or destructive ways. The themes 
were: Match-day Monday, Techno Tuesday, Wet 
Wednesday, Teacher Thursday, and Vliek Vrydag.

[ Wally Wood Farewell Tribute | Wood Farewell Tribute 


Wally Wood joined the Rondebosch staff in 1996. Before that he was with Murray and 
Roberts Construction where he was very involved in the construction of new schools 
in the Western Cape, including the rural areas, along with teachers’ training colleges 
and rural clinics in the Eastern Cape. Wally took early retirement and founded his own 
company where he did the precast concrete facade of the Phase 1 development of the 
Newlands Cricket Oaks and North Stand Pavilion. 

During his 26 years on the Estate Management Team of Rondebosch Boys’ High 
School he and his team have been involved in no less than 181 building projects in 
some form or another, i.e. project managing, design, clerk of works or just making sure 
the builders were doing the correct thing and not cutting corners. He had no qualms 
about shutting down the building site if he thought something was not being done 
according to required specifications. The contractor would be called in and hauled over 
the coals for poor workmanship and made to rectify the problem before work could 
proceed again. Wally has always had the school’s interest at heart and has always 
been mindful of budget, but not willing to compromise quality workmanship. This 
comes through with his small, skillful in-house team. 

An example of his methodical approach was evident when, in the construction 
of the new swimming pool, the appointed engineer came in to confirm the pool 
dimensions and called Wally over to tell him his measurements were incorrect. Wally 
asked him what measuring tape he had used to do his measuring. It turned out that 
the contracted engineer had been using a cloth tape which stretches when measuring 
over long distances. Wally had used his metal tape and a laser. Guess whose was the 
most accurate? 

If we had created a “Wally stamp” and stamped every one of the projects he has 
completed at the school, | suspect there “WOODn’t” be too many spaces left open 
where his influence on the infrastructure is not evident. His institutional knowledge will 
be sorely missed. Wally was very easy to find when on campus: he would either be in 
his little office under the Memorial Hall, in front of ‘his’ computer in the staffroom or at 
the site of his latest project. 

Wally and his family have been very much a part of the Rondebosch family. Brenda 
was the secretary to the Prep School headmaster for 24 years and their son Duncan 
attended both the Prep School and the High School, achieving great success in cricket, 
rugby and golf. 

It has been an absolute privilege and pleasure working alongside Wally over these 
many years and watching his very methodical, engineer’s mind at work. He is highly 
regarded by the professional teams of architects, quantity surveyors, engineers and 
construction companies that the school has employed over the years. | know that | 
speak for the school when | say we will miss his unique skills set and easy-to-get-on- 
with attitude that he has brought to Rondebosch Boys for the last 26 years. We wish 
him well in his final retirement and hope he can now dedicate more time to playing 
bowls, a game he loves and happens to be very good at, as well as designing and 
building the putt-putt course at the retirement village where he now resides.

A notable 
instance is his U15A cricket team that went through the whole season undefeated two 
years ago. 

While these accolades are commendable, what has been even more important 
is the way in which Emile conducted himself off the field. Although he was always 
focused and motivated to achieve the best possible result in whatever he did, his 
outstanding characteristic is the kind and polite manner in which he always addressed 
the boys. Emile really made a difference in the hearts of many boys due to the honesty, 
dignity and respect he always showed. The bottom line was that he always won hearts 
by being a decent person.

PASTORAL CARE 


In Term 1 we embarked on two projects to develop our boys into good men, 
which is in line with the Bosch 125 motto: 
“In its 125th year, the young men of Rondebosch are confident and able 
to pursue their dreams. They are resilient and adaptable and equipped 
with the educational, ethical, social and emotional competencies to 
effect significant and lasting change in a changing world.” 


In our ‘Manners maketh the man’ project, we highlighted a daily focus during 
register period, each week identifying a key trait of a Bosch gentleman. 
Always offer help where it appears to be needed — to outsiders, to fellow 
learners, to staff. 
No profanity. Swearing is unacceptable and language should be 
appropriate to the moment in which you find yourself. Address adults 
respectfully as Ma’am and Sir. Say ‘please’ and ‘thank you’. 
Look the part. Wear your blazer outside the school grounds, do not stand 
with your hands in your pockets, pull up your socks, make sure your shirt 
is tucked in, and keep yourself clean shaven and your hair neat. Use the 
correct RBHS navy blue backpack for books. No chewing of gum. 
Stand and greet, even if it is multiple times to the same person. 
Use technology appropriately. Do not use your cell phone inside a 
classroom unless the teacher has given express permission. Only use 
earphones while seated and at a volume at which you are still aware of 
your surroundings. Do not use your cell phone or other electronic devices 
while waiting for a class to start. 
Respect your environment. Do not litter, do not deface furniture or walls, 
and keep your belongings together. 


In our second project, ‘Backbone of Bosch’, we highlighted 16 core values to 
which all Bosch boys need to ascribe. This was delivered as a key message to 
our boys during the register period on the Bosch broadcast. Each value had a 
short message to be embodied by our boys. 


The major focus in Term 2 was on improving discipline and adherence to our 
school’s Code of Conduct. We formulated an ‘Actions have Consequences’ 
document that highlighted a daily focus during register period. Eight key focus 
areas of concern were selected and the consequences for transgression in 
these areas were highlighted to the boys. The eight areas were: 


Absence from school Jewellery 

Late coming Bags 

Dress code Cell phones 

Shaving Electronic devices (vaping) 


In Term 3 we focused on awareness regarding the 


safety of our boys. To address the safety concerns 
we convened a meeting of key security role players 
in the area. In attendance at the meeting were 
representatives of SAPS, Harlyn Neighbourhood 
Watch, Rondebosch Community Improvement 
District (RCID), ADT, Princeton and Compass Tactical 
(Armed Response companies). We developed a 


personal safety strategy for RBHS and are currently 
piloting a trial run with the Buzzer App. The App has 
a personal SOS button and reporting function and

Buzzer geolocates the user’s position and the exact 
type of incident is specified. It alerts the control 
room, the responders and other Buzzer users in the 
area simultaneously. 

Much of Term 4 centred around planning for 
the vertical house model system, which is to be 
implemented in 2022. Up to now, our main focus in 
terms of learner wellness, pastoral care and leadership 
development has been handled within grades, i.e. 
a horizontal model. We seek greater interaction 
between grades with a vertical house model in the 
new year. Instead of having 30 learners in the same 
grade together for register period in the morning, 
every learner will be allocated to a tutor class with 
approximately 4 to 5 boys from each of the five 
grades. All grade 8 and 9 boys will further be allocated 
a student mentor from within his tutor group. 

The tutor lessons will provide an opportunity 
to break down some of the unseen barriers created 
through a horizontal system, allowing us to forge 
new and improved bonds across our various grades. 
We envisage that this will foster interaction and 
care between our boys who are in different grades. 
Mentorship and guidance can be provided by senior 
boys, along with the Head and Assistant Heads of 
Houses. The original benefits of the horizontal system 
will still be in place, but the house integration across 
grades will be added.

Our motivation tends to follow the pattern of ignoring events and behaviours that are not 
experienced by that individual. 

In order to address this topic comprehensively, this year saw the 
implementation of the ‘Facing History and Ourselves’ program during Life 
: Orientation lessons. This program allows students to speak openly about social 
understanding ... issues and how best to address them. The program examines common human 
behaviours, beliefs, and attitudes that we can readily observe in our own lives. 
It explores issues of identity and membership and how identity impacts our 
choices and experiences.

This year’s voting for the 2022 Executive Council 
members by students and staff saw 9 out 16 Councillors 
voted in who are students of colour.

Mental health has been an ever-growing topic of 
conversation within our school.

Our efforts at school this year have been to 
promote the integration of education and mental 
health. We believe that effective schooling includes 
the healthy functioning of students. To build a solid 
foundation for the integration of educational reform, 
a change in the fundamental framework within 
our school’s understanding and implementation 
of mental health awareness is critical. This change 
involves acknowledging a new set of priorities within 
Rondebosch Boys’ High School to implement and 
sustain effective support for students’ learning and 
emotional/behavioural health, whilst strengthening 
the active involvement of our parents. 


Masculinity and Sexuality 

Over the past year, Rondebosch has been actively 
focusing on students’ individuality. It has been 
a priority to create a safe environment for self- 


expression and self-affirmation, while acknowledging 


the struggles of its queer members and setting a plan 
in place to combat toxic masculinity and queerphobia 
in our community. 

Thank you to Mr Chris Morrison for heading up 
the Pride Society and for the support you provide 
our students. 


Gender Based Violence and Equality 

This year we continued to educate our students about 
attitudes and behaviours which promote equality and 
respect for women. Apart from our continued campaign 
through student-run assemblies and visual imagery 
on notice boards and in classrooms, Nazia Cassiem, 
of Rustenburg Girls’ High, and, Thenjiwe Nxumalo- 
Parsley, of Cedar House, addressed our student body 
on their experiences of being a female in South Africa. 
They spoke about the challenges and dangers that 
woman face on a daily basis.

For the fourteenth consecutive year, our young men 
achieved a 100% pass rate. Rondebosch is one of 22 
schools in the Western Cape to do so consistently 
over the past 5 years. Given the context of pandemic 
learning, it is especially commendable that this cohort 
achieved a 98.8% university entrance rate, which 
is equal to our previous best Bachelor achievement 
of 2019. One hundred and sixty-three candidates 
achieved 415 A symbols, with an average distinction 
rate of 2.6 per pupil. 18 students achieved a full 
house of A symbols. Of this group, 4 achieved 9, and 4 
achieved 8 A symbols. Special mention must be made 
of Ziyaad Banderker who came first in the country in 
Mathematics and achieved a distinction in all of his 
nine subjects; 8 of which were above 90%, and also to 
Alexander White who came top of the grade with an 
average of 96.5% and achieved 9 distinctions. 

Also in the ‘full house’ category were André 
Toerien and Stefanos Panagiotidis, who also both 
achieved nine distinctions, while Ethan Cunningham, 
Greig Hutchison and Sebastian Montoya Pelaez 
each achieved eight. Zuhayr Halday, Rizwaan Amien, 
Yameen Rylands, Ethan Africa, Nicholas Ford, Liam 
Lawrie, Thomas Raynham, Rajiv Hofmeister, Albertus 
Van Der Merwe, Theunis Botha and Oliver Faure each 
achieved seven distinctions. 

The rest of the distinctions were spread out across 
the grade with nine boys achieving six, eleven achieving 
five, a further 11 achieving four and seventeen with 


three, fourteen with two and forty-five with at least 
one distinction. In total seventy-seven percent of the 
E2021s had at least one distinction. Forty-five boys 
had an average of above 80% and 60% of the Grade 
achieved an average of above 70%. 

It is to the E2021’s credit that they moved from a 
relatively ordinary set of results at the end of Grade 11 
to a place where everyone in the Grade is in a position 
to register at a tertiary place of study. The pass rate, 
bachelor pass rate and distinction rate are amongst 
the best in the school’s history, and they did all of this 
through the tricky learning environment dictated by 
the pandemic. There was a real drive from the boys 
themselves to assist one another by forming tutor 
groups and WhatsApp support groups to help others 
in the Grade who were struggling through. 

While these excellent results are the culmination 
of years of focus and hard work on the part of both 
the boys and their teachers and the standard of 
tuition they received, they are also indicative of 
the determination and goal orientation of a group 
that were often expected to work in isolation. We 
must therefore also recognise the supportive parent 
community who have had to encourage, support and 
mentor their boys at times when there appeared 
to be no light at the end of the tunnel. We are very 
proud of the class of 2021 and all who have supported 
them in their quest for excellence.

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Debating Society 

| have coached debating at Rondebosch Boys’ High 
School for four years, and each year | am increasingly 
blown away by the intelligence, compassion, and 
dedication of the boys. Even in the face of another 
year of an uncertain and terrifying global health crisis, 
this year somehow proved to be better than the last. 

The year started with a bang as Ziyaad Shaboodien 
attended trials for the South African team in January 
of 2021, during which he debated with and against 
the best schools’ debaters in the country. Despite 
not making the (extremely competitive) SA team, it is 
abundantly clear that Ziyaad grew enormously from 
the experience as a debater and returned for the 
academic year with a marked concision in his speaking 
and strategy to his thoughts. This certainly aided the 
Senior team, as evidenced by the fact that for the 
first time since | began coaching at the school, the 
team reached the end of the Rotary Debating League 
preliminary rounds undefeated. What is more is that 
members of our team won Best Speaker in every 
round: Alex White was named Best Speaker in three 
rounds and Nicholas Ford was named Best Speaker 
in one. This qualified the team for both the Rotary 
quarter-finals as well as the Western Cape Schools 
Provincial Debating Championships (WCSPDC). 

The boys delivered a strong performance in their 
Rotary quarter-final debate but unfortunately lost to 
the team who went on to win the League. Regarding 
the WCSPDC, the boys felt uneasy attending the 
tournament owing to principled clashes which 
they held against decisions being made by the 
tournament’s overseeing Board. Of their own accord, 
they felt the decisions being made were inequitable 
and consequently made the tough choice not to 
participate in the tournament (despite being one 
of the favourites to attend). Nevertheless, Ziyaad 
Shaboodien once again made the Western Cape team 
and will participate at the South African National 
Schools’ Debating Championships: we wish him all 
the best! 

It is safe to say that the debaters will be completing 
this year as decorated speakers and as reputable 
opposition to any team pitted against them. Yet, even 
without any of these achievements, we could not be 
prouder of these boys. 

The boys in the Debating Society have grown in 
their understanding and care for the world and one 
another. Each week, we have learned about important 
social issues ranging from the inequitable global 
vaccine roll-outs, National Health Insurance, income 
and wealth inequality, South Africa’s transitional 
justice process, and so much more. And each week 
the boys show deeper insights and a willingness to 


engage with, and solve, the world’s problems. But 
more than that, in the debating classroom we have 
seen individual confidences grow, friendships bloom, 
stellar examples of leadership and service, as well as 
moments of sheer brilliance — all of which have been 
catalysed by the boys’ mutual respect, support, and 
care for one another. 

2021 marked my last year coaching at the school, 
and it will be very hard to say goodbye to these 
students (some of whom will be leaving school and 
some who still have some time to go). But it should 
not surprise anyone to know that | have learned more 
from the boys than they probably ever learned from 
me. | am immeasurably grateful to have coached 
them. | will cherish the lessons and the laughs, and 
ensure that my successor knows that the journey 
ahead of them will be one of the best of their lives. 

Thank you to Mrs Arnott for giving me an 
opportunity, and to the boys for making it worthwhile. 
It has been a pleasure.

MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


Our vibrant Music Department has had an excellent year despite the challenges 
of coping with yet another year of the pandemic. While Covid-19 and the 
ensuing lockdowns have affected our ability to run our vast ensemble program 
consistently, we have managed to get our bands and ensembles going at various 
stages. It has been wonderful to hear our halls filled with music once again! 

The String Ensemble has had a very good year under the direction of 
Ms Janna Thomas, who started teaching violin at Rondebosch at the beginning 
of 2021. Having not been as affected by lockdowns due to their ability to 
wear masks, the string players have had regular rehearsals which has led to 
significant growth. 

Our Concert and Jazz bands have had a rather stop-start year due to issues 
surrounding masks and wind instruments. They did, however, manage to get 
some practice in and we are excited that, under the current restrictions, they 
are able to rehearse at full capacity. To accommodate this, we have had to 
rearrange the venues in the department to take into account ventilation and 
social distancing. The band room was modified to include two extraction units, 
extra windows and a new double door to the outside. A big highlight of the year 
was an excellent lunchtime concert performed in the quad for students and 
staff by the Senior Jazz Band and Gig Band under the direction of Mr Terrence 
Scarr and Mr Marc de Kock respectively. It is so important for the non-music 
students to be exposed to the musical life of the school and it was great to see 
smiles of delight on the faces of some of our Grade 8 students on hearing the 
bands for the first time. 


Our department has also developed its online teaching 
capabilities by signing up for MusicFirst classroom. 
This platform provides every student with a package of 
music training apps and programs which allows them 
to complete work for school, as well as additional self- 
learning capabilities. 

The annual Standard Bank National Jazz Festival 
always provides an opportunity for our young musicians 
to excel. This year, auditions for the national band were 
conducted remotely and the format of the national 
band was changed from an 18-piece big band, to a 
7-piece combo ensemble. We congratulate Jean Strauss 
(saxophone), Thomas Borain (piano) and Nicholas Lipinski 
(Saxophone) for making the National Band. Nicholas Ford 
is also to be congratulated for being the only high school 
student in the country to be selected to compete in the 
Unisa Strings competition — an excellent achievement. 

We have had a fantastic matric class this year and 
were thrilled to have had a small concert where the class 
could perform for their parents. This was a wonderful 
opportunity to bid farewell to the class, but also to 
thank the parents of each student for the years of effort 
they have put in to enable the musical development of 
our students. 

We would also like to congratulate the following 
matric students for being awarded trophies and for being 
awarded the prestigious Distinction award for music: 

Nicholas Ford and Jean Strauss both received 
Distinction for music and shared the Andrew Ford Trophy 
for Jazz. Ethan Africa was awarded Distinction and the 
Emilio Farella Performance Trophy for Music. Andre 
Toerien was awarded Distinction and the Allan van Der 
Merwe Trophy for Pianist of the Year. 

We wish all of our Grade 12 musicians well for 
their final exams and in their future endeavours. As a 
department we are excited for what is to come next year 
and sincerely hope to return fully to a year filled with 
concerts, tours and much music making!

Stella Adler once said, “The theatre is a spiritual and social X-ray of its time”. 
When | was asked to stage a play for Rondebosch Boys’ High School this year, 
| knew that whichever story we decided to tell, that (a) it needed to be a 
South African work, and (b) it needed to make an impact. 

Theatre is never without a cause. My heart was set on the premise 
that whatever we decided to do, it needed to be an experience for those 
who would come to watch. Although | knew it would mean loads of work, | 
envisioned a moving audience, one that would journey through the play with 
the characters. It felt a perfect fit when | came across the Mike Van Graan play, 
“Red Riding Hood and The Big Bad Metaphors”, which centred on Red Riding 
Hood journeying to her grandmother, but coming across many social and 
environmental truths which we so easily overlook as a society. We used four 
classrooms and changed up the spaces, allowing the audience to experience a 
different space for different scenes of the play. 

The audition process was simple: every boy who auditioned would make 
it through — | believe in a community rather than a hierarchy when it comes 
to performance. The year came with many ups and downs, the biggest low 
being Covid-19 and the effect it had on the production. Initially we planned to 
stage it much earlier, however, due to many isolation periods for the boys, and 
trying to navigate around the outbreaks in the school, we ended up rehearsing 
from early April until the end of October. As taxing as this was, it showed the 
dedication of the boys who pushed past their continued disappointments of the 
show needing to be on hold throughout the process. The cast settled in their 
determination to make the show happen and | am without a doubt rightfully 
proud of each and every one of them: those who held the cast together, those 
who came out of their shells, those who kept the rehearsals enjoyable and 
even those who kept the younger ones in check. | truly believe that, if anything, 
each one of us found family within each other this year. 

| would like to thank every cast member for sharing their gifts; Shaun Smith, 
who was Assistant Director of the performance; those who worked on set, 
sound and lighting; everyone who came out to support the production; and 
then each staff member who helped whenever | needed a hand.

Rondebosch Boys’ High School’s stinging immersive 
experience of Mike Van Graan’s Red Riding Hood 

and The Big Bad Metaphors 

“There are times when one attends theatre and one 
is blown away — surprised, engaged, shocked and 
engrossed on all levels. | was privileged to attend a 
performance of Mike van Graan’s play, Red Riding Hood 
and The Big Bad Metaphors, staged by Rondebosch 
Boys’ High School in Cape Town. The staging by 
Rondebosch Boys’ High School is remarkable — an 
immersive theatre experience, with the audience 
following the young actors on a journey through 
classrooms in the school. It is not what | would have 
expected as a school play. This production, co-directed 
by Lauren Snyders and Shaun Gabriél Smith could and 
should be presented at festival such as Infecting the 
City— as a site responsive piece. 

This week, when | received an invitation by Shaun 
Gabriél Smith to attend one of the performances, | 
thought — “okay a school production with a play by 
Mike van Graan that | have not seen, cool.” In a series 
of voice notes on WhatsApps, Smith told me about the 
approach and staging in classroom at the school and | 
realised that this was not going to simply be a school 
play in a theatre. 

It was an inspired choice by the directors to 
stage the play in classrooms in the school. The play 
is a howl and appeal for us to take heed of the mess 
we are in. In this production, we are at school, with 
the young actors and we are being instructed in the 
perils of a fairy tale which has gone rancid. Is the big 
bad wolf the villain or is he what he is because he has 
lost his natural habitat — with carbon emissions and 
whatnot eroding his forest? The politician wolf quips 
that if we want safe affordable homes with running 
water and electricity, we should vote for him. Little 
Red Riding Hood is a Greta Thunberg type activist, 
urging us to listen up and not go into a blah blah rant 
of doing nothing. Red Riding Hood as Mother Earth 
has no rights in court. She has been violated and 
plundered and has not been able to arrive “safely” 
at her grandmother’s house. The three little piggies 
build their homes as best as they can, in the slums in 
the city; ina city “that doesn’t sleep to avoid history 
that does not reap “ Hopefully there won’t be home 
invasion by the wolf but violence is everywhere and no 
one is safe. We are left with musings by the Bard and — 
what happens next, is up to us- sings the chorus of 
young actors. A brilliant production of a brilliant play.” 
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BOSCH VARIETY SHOW 


Despite the fact that audiences were forbidden 
for the majority of the year, 2021 saw a return to 
some kind of normality at school. We could not 
entertain a live audience, but we saw a chance 
to host the Bosch Variety Show once again, while 
also taking it to new heights. 

The 2020 show was produced entirely in 
isolation. All boys, Old Boys and staff who submitted 
videos produced theirs at home and | had to host 
the show from my house! This time, however, we 
could utilise the facilities of Rondebosch, and its 
incredible equipment on offer, to produce a truly 
remarkable show. While 2020 aimed at bringing 
the Bosch community together during a trying 
time, the 2021 edition focused on showcasing the 
amazing talent of our Bosch boys. 

The contributions of Greig Hutchison’s 
incredible videography talents and Nick Ford’s top- 
notch audio engineering skills (both E21) resulted 
in an extremely high-quality and well-produced 
show. Under lockdown last year, crystal clear audio 
and stunning visuals were difficult to accomplish, 
but this year we could let our creativity go wild. 

The opening number put James Ford (Grade 8) 
on the map with his superb performance of “The 
Greatest Show” from The Greatest Showman, 
and the recurring Song Association skit was a 
fan favourite. From singing and drumming to 
magic and dancing, the show had it all. It was a 
celebration of the diverse Rondebosch talent, 
fostered by incredibly passionate teachers and 
staff. Special thanks must go to Mrs de Kock, Dr 
Teubes, Mr Scarr, Mr de Kock, Mr Baron and Mr 
Ross for once again lending their assistance and 
expertise to the show. Grade 8s Bradley Nel, Mark 
Blake and Ben de Kock (Grade 9) showed that 
the future is in good hands with their assistance 
behind the scenes and on set. 

Even during a busier year, when families 
have not been confined to their homes, the show 
received more than 2 500 views. While that is 
fewer than last year, the analytics show us that the 
total watch time for the show was substantially 
higher. It has been an amazing two years and | am 
confident that the show will become established 
as a yearly event. | look forward to watching it next 
year — as an Old Boy!

At the beginning of the 2021 season there was no 
certainty of official matches against other schools. 
Nonetheless, the season had to commence. The 
Bosch season began with training instead of trials in 
order to introduce the players to the fundamentals of 
basketball, as well as to assess the players’ behaviour 
towards learning on the basketball court. 

Initially, the coach implemented ‘dribbling’ and 
‘passing drills’, introducing ways that a player must 
manoeuvre with a basketball on the court. In the 
passing drills, the players were introduced to three 
fundamental types of passes: the chest pass, bounce 
pass and overhead pass. The dribbling drills focused 
on conditioning both hands and learning skills, such 
as the crossover dribble. 

The players were trained in how to shoot a 
basketball while stationary, as well as shooting whilst 
driving the basketball (dribbling) and finishing at the 
rim using the lay-up shot. They began to enjoy the 
sessions when they were scoring baskets, however, 
they had to learn that in a shot-attempt, missing 
the basket is part of the sport, therefore how one 
responds is key.

The Canigou medley relay 
team of Luke Slabber, Justin Dietrich, Wikus Potgieter 
and EJ Durand also broke the record in their event. 

Several RBHS swimmers competed at the South 
African Junior (SANJ) and Senior Nationals, the top 
age group competition in swimming. 

Ho Won Lee, Ilyaas Omar and Troy McWilliam all 
made finals at the event. 

Luke Slabber competed in the Open age group 
category at Senior Nationals. He won gold in the 50 m 
freestyle, where he also set a new Western Cape 
record and qualified for the Junior World competition. 
He also won silver in the 100 m breaststroke, 200 m 
individual medley and 100 m butterfly, and bronze in 
the 200 m freestyle and 50 m butterfly. 

Wikus Potgieter also took part in the Olympic 
Qualifiers earlier this year, where he was a finalist 
and won bronze as part of a relay team. At the SANJ 
competition he then won gold in the U16 category at 
SANJ in 50 m, 100 m and 200 m backstroke, as well 


as the 50m butterfly. He won silver medals in the 
50 m, 100 m and 200 m freestyle as well the 200 m 
individual medley, and a bronze in the 100 m butterfly. 

In the U15 category, Zack Waters won bronze in 
the 50 m and 200 m breaststroke, as well as the 200 m 
freestyle, while Jeremy Labuschagne won bronze in 
the 200 m backstroke. 

In the U14 category, Benn McWilliam won bronze 
in the 800 m and 1 500 m freestyle. 

Tai Pearson took 9 gold medals in the U13 age 
category: in the 50 m, 100 m and 200 m backstroke, 
50m and 100m butterfly, 50m, 100m and 400m 
freestyle and the 200 m individual medley. Tai also 
broke the South African records for the 100m 
backstroke, 50 m butterfly and 100 m butterfly in the 
U13 age category. 

We hope that 2022 will allow us to showcase the 
strength and talent of the Rondebosch swimming 
team once again at the newly refurbished Newlands 
pool and at interhouse galas.

After Covid-19 affected school sport to such an extent 
in 2020, it was with great hope and anticipation that 
everything in life would return to normal in 2021 and 
that school sport would also resume. For rugby, this 
was a long wait, and on the 8th May 2021 Rondebosch 
finally played its first full-length match after 20 
months of waiting. Only two games took place in 
May 2021, the other being against Paarl Boys’ High 
School. Covid then intervened again and many of the 
players, parents and coaches were not sure whether 
there would be another chance to play rugby again 
in 2021. Luckily, the education department allowed 
rugby games to continue in August 2021, but only 
games against our local Southern Suburbs rivals could 
take place. 

The enthusiasm and commitment by the players, 
the coaching staff and the school in keeping the 
interest and energy levels high, even when it was 
an unknown whether the boys would play or not, 
was incredible. How you prepare and keep a young 
person focused and interested for so long, with no 
real knowledge whether rugby will return or not, is 
commendable. Well done to all the boys, coaches and 
the school. 

The same anticipation for the rugby season to start 
was also experienced by the BRSC 2021 committee 
as no rugby had been played in 2020, and lockdown 
had put a stop to all events and functions. A lot of 
planning had gone into the BRSC’s first 2021 function, 
which was going to be a combined U14 and U15 
rugby braai, but at the eleventh hour the lockdown 
rules prevented this, which also then prevented any 
further functions and events in 2021. For a club based 
on assisting rugby at the school, which has its primary 
source of funding through membership and fund- 
raising events, this was another crippling blow, as 
this resulted in no fund-raising events for two years.

As no functions were 
allowed and supporters were not permitted at rugby 
games, the BRSC had to come up with other ways 
of involving the club in rugby, and a successful role 
of Covid monitoring, photograph taking, and score 
confirmations at the rugby games took place at 
each home game and some away games, where this 
was permitted. Our Facebook page was used to get 
this information to all members, and the age group 
WhatsApp groups were used for the same. It was very 
successful. Our gratitude must be extended to our 
social media committee members and the parents 
who volunteered to be at the games and to photograph 
each game, relay scores, and be Covid monitors each 
week. A large part of the Facebook success must be 
attributed to André Ross (Rondebosch OBU), who was 
tasked with finding the history, scores and anecdotes 
for every school we played against this year. André 
took this on and produced a fantastic account each 
week, of information, humour, historical scores and 
statistics, rugby heroes and history that most of 
us would not have known. André, we cannot thank 
you enough for this. Thank you also to Jason Stokoe 
(committee member), who ensured that all posts 


were loaded onto Facebook and WhatsApp as the 
games progressed. A wealth of photographs exist for 
most of the games that were played, which will keep 
giving memories to the boys and their parents for 
years to come. 

Although no functions were possible for the 
entire year, we had good news after the rugby season 
was completed that functions could resume, and we 
managed to have a golf day for the first time in two 
years. This was held at Rondebosch Golf Club and 
Adrian Tuohy (committee member) and Pam Ogilvie 
(RBHS) took this task on with very limited time. It was 
a great success, so very well done and thank you to 
the both of you. Our gratitude must also be extended 
to all of the sponsors, as without you the day would 
not have been a success. 

Rugby caps were awarded this year to all boys 
who received colours as it was another year where no 
other means of evaluation on the number of games 
played was possible. Congratulations to all of the U19 
rugby boys who received colours from the school and 
who were awarded a rugby cap. Congratulations to all 
of the rugby boys in all of the age groups who attended 
provincial trials and who achieved provincial colours. 

A special mention must go to our U15 rugby boys 
who had to wait 20 months to be able to play their 
first high school rugby game. The enthusiasm was 
very high at that first game and the results from there 
showed that they were happy to be involved in high 
school rugby. 

The BRSC did manage to launch its new 
membership card in 2021, which allows the card 
holder to enjoy discounts from our sponsors. It was 
agreed by the committee that all members who paid 
their membership fees in 2021 would be carried 
over as members for 2022, due to their commitment 
to us in a very limited rugby year with no functions 
being possible. 

The funds that were raised by the BRSC in 2021 
went into assisting the school with funds for medical 
facilities, coaching, sporting equipment, additional 


ambulances at the rugby fields and safety equipment. 
We are looking to find additional sponsors in 2022 to 
assist with these contributions as well as build a fund 
for future rugby expenses. 

A few members are moving on at the end of this 
year due to their sons’ finishing at the school, and 
others have requested time off to focus on business 
interests and their sons’ matric sport in 2022. We 
thank our braai-master, Jaco Jooste, and his family 
for all the effort over the years — you have created a 
burger legend at the school. We thank Derek Kemp 
and his family who assisted Jaco every Saturday, and 
who took over the bar function for 2021. We thank 
Murshid Obaray for his insight and assistance and we 
thank Ray Partridge for all of his accounting effort. We 
will miss all of you, and you have left big shoes to fill. 

To our president, John le Roux, and our vice- 
president, Dennis Nick, thank you always for your 
assistance, guidance and insight. To our committee 
and the Prep School, thank you for all your effort 
and assistance this year, but especially to our vice- 
chairmen, Gordon Lorimer and Clint Readhead — thank 
you for all the help, assistance, guidance and support. 

We are looking forward to a full sporting year 
for everyone in 2022, but especially for the rugby, as 
we have had minimal rugby games for 2 years. We 
are also looking forward to the 2022 year as it is the 
school’s 125th year, it will be the 200th game against 
Bishops and Rondebosch will be hosting the Craven 
Week under 19 Schools’ Rugby competition. As a 
committee we also look forward to a full year, with 
many new planned functions, new memorabilia and 
new committee members joining and taking the BRSC 
forward. We will continue to support Bosch rugby in 
their efforts to develop and build a strong rugby culture 
that is based on the values of HUMILITY, EFFORT, 
AMBITION, RESPECT and TEAMWORK (HEART).

When news broke of the imminent return of 
rugby, preparations intensified and a return-to-play 
chukka fixture saw the Bosch boys run rampant in 
scoring 8 tries against neighbours, SACS, as the squad 
took shape ahead of a first league encounter. 

A brutal Bosch-Berg derby officially announced 
the return of schoolboy rugby. We ran in two early, 
well-worked tries before Wynberg lived up to their 
motto of never giving up. A see-saw battle ensued, 
which felt more like a test match than a bunch of 
exuberant, rugby-deprived sixteen-year olds playing. 
It ended with Rondebosch stealing a Wynberg lineout 
throw on our five metre that was eventually kicked 
into the crowd to record a famous 24-19 victory. Paarl 
Boys’ High handed out a beating when these two 
sides met as U14s in 2019. However, the Rondebosch 
boys were not going to go down without a fight. An 
excellent, wet-weather territory display was not 
enough to tame the opposition. A late second-half try 
and penalty conversion in the second half saw us lose 
13-3, but earn the respect of the worthy opposition 
that Paarl have proven to be. 

Much to the dismay of all involved, a third wave 
of Covid-19 infection brought rugby to an abrupt halt, 


just as we were hitting our straps as a team. The buy- 
in and commitment never faltered during this period 
from the squad. Skills, conditioning and teambuilding 
sessions continued enthusiastically, as permitted 
by regulations. 

In August, rugby returned and a dazzling display 
of running rugby saw a 6 tries to 3 chukka fixture 
victory for the U16A squad over Wynberg, ahead of 
the return of full league fixtures. We made the short 
journey across to rivals, Bishops, who notably had 
done well to record big victories over Wynberg and 
Paul Roos preceding our classic clash. We valiantly 
fought into a tough first half breeze, but piled on the 
pressure in the final quarter to record a deserved 
21-16 win. 


A wet-weather Wynberg storm awaited us as we ran 
onto the postage stamp called Silverhurst A. It was 
their World Cup Final. We dominated the set piece, 
territory and possession, but failed to round off any of 
our entries into their 22-metre area. Wynberg found 
a way over the whitewash and recorded a 7-0 win. 
The final farewell came in the form of the SACS 
home fixture on The Tienkie Heyns Field. The Bosch 
boys bounced back in style and wasted no time 
in correcting the complacency shown the week 
before. A brilliant display of attacking, running rugby 
highlighted the skill level of this talented group. SACS 
failed to live with us and the final score read 57-5, as 
the boys finished the curtailed rugby season in style.

The White Rhino is an incredibly enriching experience and journey that | 
encourage any boy who is able to do so, to embark upon.

This time is most common during night watch, a time during which you 
have to spend roughly an hour alone during the night protecting the campsite 
and ensuring the campfire continues to burn.
